Masonic Bodies Act. 

This afternoon all the local Masonic 
bodies held a joint meeting, at which a 
committee was named to look after the 
dead and injured members of the Ma- 
sonic fraternity.

Power of Russias’ The reorganization 
amounts to formal notice to the world, 
as the emperor frankly explains in his 
rescript, that he intends to vastly in- 
crease the number of troops at the 
theater of war in order to force the 
Struggle to a successful issue in the 
shortest possible time. It is intended to 
silence definitely all talk of foreign in- 
tervention by the announcement that 
| Russia means to fight out the issue with 
Japan on the fleld of battle. Probably

the field.

Over 600 additional field and 
rapid fire guns are to be sent to the 
front.

ing the three days’ fighting was that of 
Fort Kuropatkin, which, while of minor 
value with regard to preventing the en- 
trance into the town of the Japanese, had 
been constructed for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the source of the garrison’s water 
supply. The control of this water supply 
is now in the hands of the Japanese. 

As was announced in these dispatches 
on September 20, the battle began before 
daybreak on September 19. At this hour 
the citizens and the garrison of Port 
Arthur, after the enjoyment of weeks vf 
comparative security, awvke to the thun- 
derous reports of artillery along the line 
extending ‘from the west of Itz mountalus 
to Rihlung and Kikwan mountains. 

Positions Taken, 

This’ was but a preface to the assault 
which,.was destined to result in the cap- 
ture of three new and important Russian 
positions, together with six smail but an- 
noying forts lying between Shushiyen 
and Rihlung mountain. 

During the day and night of the !9th 
and until noon of the 20th, the bombard- 
ment continued without cassation, and 
the many shells falling from quarters 
which previously had been silent, made it 
Obvious that the Japanese had at list 
succeeded either in mounting many heavy 
guns in new positions or in strengthening 
their old positions. The infantry fight- 
ing during this period was comparatively 
trivial. 

At noon on September 20, the Japa- 
nese right and center, the former be- 
ing to the west and the latter to the 
e*zt of te railroad, commonced the ad- 
vance. The troops made use of the 
trenches and in frequent natural cover 
that lay in their way. 

The small forts to the south of Shush- 
iyen resisted this advance but ‘briefly, 
their garrisons not being strong num- 
Since the beginning -of - the

_Kuropatkin had been growing steadily 
weaker, and, it having become apparent

The first shot 
went through his body, but as he fell, 
Carter fired two or three shots, two of 
the balls passing through Knight's arm. 
Knight had his wounds dressed, and he 
and Penny left the town. :

(demonstration. His productive capacity 
has outgrown the home market. The very 


principles of the democratic faith, and 
the necessity for it was never greater 
than at the present time. It should be 
undertaken at once in the interest of 
all our people. 

The Dingley tariff is excessive in many 
of its rates, and, as to them at least, 
unjustly and oppressively burdens the 
people, It secures to domestic manufac- 
turers, singly or in combination, the priv- 
flewe of exacting excessive prices at home 


and prices far above the level of sales | 


made regularly by them abroad with 
profit, thus giving a bounty tg foreigners 
at the expense of our own people. Its un- 
just taxation burdens the people general- 
ly. forcing them to pay excessive prices for 
food, fuel clothing and other necessaries 
of life. It levies duties on many articles 
not normally imported in any considera- 
ble amount, which are made extensively 
et home, for which the most extreme 
protectionist would hardly justify protec- 
tive taxes, and which in large amounts 
@re exported. Such duties have been and 
wil) continue to be a direct Incentive to 
the formation of huge industrial combina- 
tions, which, secure from foreign compe- 
tition, are enabled to stifle domestic com- 
petition and practically to monopolize the 
home market. 

It contains many duties {imposed for the 
express purpose only, aS Was openly 
avowed, of furnishing a basis for re- 
duction by means of reciprocal trade 
treaties, which the republican adminis- 
tration, impliedty at least, promised to 
negotiate. Having, on this promise, se- 
cured the increased duties, the repub- 
Ncan party leaders, spurred on by pro- 
tected interests, defeated the treaties ne- 
gotiated by the executive, and now these 
game interests cling to the benefit of these 
duties which the people never intended 
they should have, and to which they 
have no mora! right. 

Even now the argument most requently 
urged in behalf of the Dingley tariff, 
and against tariff reform generally, is 
the necessity of caring for our infant in- 
dustries. Many of these industries, after 
a hundred years of lusty growth, are 
looming up as industrial giants. In their 
case, at least, the Dingley tariff invites 
combination and monopoly, and gives jus- 
tification to the expression that the tariff 
is the mother of trusts. 

For the above mentioned 
among many others, the people demand 
reform of these abuses, and such reform 
demands and should receive immediate 
attention. 

The two leading parties have always 
@iffered as to the principle of customs tax- 
ation. Our party has always advanced 
the theory that the object is the raising 
af revenue for support of the govern- 
ment whatever other results may inci- 
dentally flow therefrom. The republican 
party, on the other hand, contends that 
customs duties should be levied prima- 
tilly for protection, so-called, with reve- 
nue as the subordinate purpose, thus 
using the power of taxation to build up 
the business and property of the few at 
the expense of the many. 

This difference of principle still subsists, 
hut our party appreciates that the long- 
continued policy of the country, as mani- 
fasted in its statutes, makes it necessary 
that tariff reform should be prudently and 
#agaciously undertaken, on scentific prin- 
ciples, to the end that there should not 
he an immediate revolution in existing 
conditions. 

In the words of our platform, we de- 
mand ‘a revision and a gradual reduc- 
tion of the tariff by the friends of the 
masses, and for the common weal, and 
riot by the friends of its abuses, its ex- 
tortions and discriminations.’’ 

“In my response to your committee I 
pointed out the method under which a 
@radual reduction of customs duties may 
be accomplished without disturbing busi- 
ness conditions. I desre agan to express 
the opinion that ths method should be 
followed.

As already mentioned by me, the 


government was empowered to offer a re- 
duction, in return for an equivalent con- 
cession on the part of a foreign country 
President McKinley undertook hon- 
estly to carry out the purpose of 
this section of the act. A num- 
ber of reciprocify agre2ments were nego- 
tiated within the prescribed limitation of 
2 years, which, if ratified, would have had 
the two-fold result of cheap-ning mary 
ireported product:s fo. Araestcan consume. 
ers, and of opening and enlarging foreign 
markets to American producers. Not one 
of those agreements has met with the 
approval of the republican masters of the 
Senate, Indeed, they did not even per- 
In view of the 
attitude of the present executive, no new 
agreement under the general treaty 
power need be expected from him 
Nor does the republican platform contain 
a favorable reference to one of the sus- 
pended treaties. This section of the Ding- 
ley act stands forth as a monument of 
legislative cozenage and _ political bad 
faith. 


Independence for the Filipinos. 

In some quarters it has been assumed 
that in the discussion of the Philippine 
question in my response, the phrase “‘self 
government,’ was intended to mean 
something less than independence. It 
was not intended that it should be under- 
stcod to mean, nor do I think as used 
it does mean less than independence, 
However, to eliminate all possibility for 
conjecture, I now state that I am In 
hearty accord with that plank in our 
platform that favors doing for the Fili- 
Pinos what we have already done for the 
Cubans; and I favor making the promise 
to them now that we shall take such 
action as soon as they are reasonably 
prepared for it. If independence, such 
as the Cubans enjoy, cannot be prudently 
granted to the Filipinos at this time, the 
promise that it shall come the moment 
they are capable of receiving it will tend 
to stimgulate rather than hinder their de- 
velopment. And this should be done not 
only in justice to the Filipinos, but to 
preserve our own rights; for a free "peo. 
ple cannot withhold freedom from anoth- 
er people and themselves remain free. 
The toleration of tyranny over others will 
soon hreed contempt for freedom and 
Self government, and weaken our powr 
of resistance to insidious usurpaiion of 
our constitutional rights. 

American Citizenship, 

The pledge of the platform to secure to 
our citizens, without distinction of race 
or creed, whether native born or natur- 
alized, at home and abroad, the equal 
protection of the laws and the enjoyment 
of all the rights and privileges oven to 
them under the covenants of our ireaties, 
as their just due, should be made good to 
them. In the accomplishment of that re. 
sult ¥ is essential that a passport issued 
by the government of the United States 
to an American citizen shall be accepted 
the world over as proof oi citizenship. 


Civil Service. 

The statute relating to vivil service Is 
the outcome of the efforis o” thoughtful, 
unselfish and public spirited citizens. 
Operation under it has frcyuently been 
of such a character as to offend against 
the spirit of the statute, but the resulis 
achieved, even under a partial enforce- 
ment of the law, have been such as to 
both deserve and command the utterance 
of the democratic party that it stands 
committed to the principle oi civil ser- 
vic& reform and demands its just and 
impartial enforcement. 


Reclamation of Arid Lands, 

A vast expanse of count‘y in the west, 
pertions of which are to be found in 
each of the 1I6 states and territories, 
mentioned in the law, is directly affected 
by the naticnal statute--the outcome of 
intelligent and persistent efforts of the 
leading citizens, providing for the recla- 
mation of the arid laads for the benefit 
of home-seekers. During the years of 
the development vf the measure which 
finally received the vote of every mem- 
ber of the upper house Of congress, it cn. 
ecuntered opposition, based to a large ex. 
tent upon the view that the aim of its 
promoters was_to secure the benefits of 
irrigation to private owners at govern- 
ment‘expense. The iim of the statute i,

poses of the bill will be fully accom- 
plished must depend in large measure 
upon the ability, sobriety of judgment, 
independence and honesty of the officen 
of the interior department having this 
great work in charge. 

In 1902 the main canals and ditches in 
the region affected aggregatei more than 
59,000 miles and the work of reciamation 
is but in its infancy. The total cost o? 
construction of the necessary hcad-gatca, 
dams, main canals, ditches, reservoir¢ 
land pumping stations wag at tliat time a 
ilittle over $93,000,000, which of itself 
‘suggests the hundreds of millions that 
/may eventually be invested in the terri- 
‘tory covered by the statute, The magni- 
‘tude of the conception, and the enormous 
‘expense its carrying out invoives, makes 
‘us realize the overwhelming i:iportance 
of a broad, capable and honest adminis- 
tration of the work authorized by the 
statute, if effect is to be given to that 
/part of the plan that relieves the coun- 
try at large from ultimate liability. 


Panama Canal. 

An isthmian canal has long been the 
hope of our statesmen, and the avowed 
‘aim of the two great parties, as their 
platforms in the past show. The Panama 
route having been selected, the bullding 
‘of the canal should be pressed to com- 
ipletion with all reasonable expedition. 
| The methods by which the executive 
acquired the Paname canal route and 
rights are a source of regret to many. 
‘To them, the statement that thereby a 
great public work was assured to the 
profit of our people is not a sufficient an- 
|swer to the chargo of violation of nation- 
ial good faith. They appreciate that the 
‘principles and healthy convictions which 
‘in their working out have made us free 
and great, stand firmly against the argu- 
/ment or suggestion that we shall be blind 
|to the nature of the means employed to 
ipromote our welfare. They hold that ad- 
herence to principle, whether it works 
| for our good or ill, will have a more bene- 
| ficial influence on our future destiny than 
all our material upbuilding, and that we 
\shoulh ever remember that the idea of 
‘donng a wrong to u smaller, weaker na- 
ition that we, or even all mankind, may 
have a resultant good is repugnant to the 
|principles upon which our government 
was founded. 

Under the laws of the United States the 
duty is imposed on the executive to pro- 
ceed with due diligence in the work of 
constructing the canal. That duty should 
be promptly performed. 


American Shipping. 

Our commerce in dAincrican bottoms 
amounts to but 9 per cent of our total 
exxports and imports. For forty years 
prior to 1880, when the republican party 
came into power, our merchant marine 
carried an average of 75 per cent of our 
foreign commerce. By 1877 it had dwin- 
dled to 27 per cent. Now we carry but a 
contemptibly small fraction of our ex- 
ports and imports. 

American shipping in the foreign trade 
was greater by almost 100,000 tons in 18/0 
—nearly a hundred years ago—than it was 
last year. In the face of the continuous 
declige in the record of American ship- 
ping during the last forty-three years, 
the promise of the republican party to 
restore it is without encouragement. The 
record of the democratic party gives as- 
surance that the task can be more wisely 
entrusted to It. 

It is an arduous task to undo the ef- 
fect of forty years of decadence, and re- 
quires the study and Investigation of 
those best fitted by experience to find 
the remedy—which surely does not He in 
the granting of subsidies, wrung from 
the pockets of al] the taxpayers. 


Investigation of Government 
partments. 

Recent dsclosures, coupled with the 
rapid augmentation of government expen- 
ditures, show a need of an investigation 
of every department of the government. 
The democrats in congress demanded it. 
The republican majority refused the de- 
mand. The people can determine by their 
vote in November whether they wish an 
honest and thorough investigation. A 
democratic congress and executive will 
assure it. 


Army and Navy. 

We are justly proud of the officers and 
men of our army and navy. Both, how- 
ever, have suffered Prom the persistent 
injection of personal aod _ political in- 
fluence. Promotions and appointments 
have been frequently based on favoritism 
instead of merit. Trials and court mar- 
tials have been set aside under circum- 
&tances indicating political interfer- 
ence. These and other abuses’ should be 
corrected. 


Pensions for Our Soldiers and Sailors. 

The national democracy favors liberal 
pensions to the surviving soldiers and 
sailors and their dependents, on the 
ground that they deserve Iiberal treat- 
ment. It pledges by its platform ade- 
quate legislation to that end. But it de- 
nies the right of the executive to usurp 
the power of congress to legislate on that 
subject. Such usurpation was attempted 
by pension order No. 78, and effect has 
been given to it by a congress that dared 
not resent the usurpation. It is said that 
“this order was made in the perform- 
ance of a duty imposed upon the pres!- 
dent by act of congress,”’ but the pro- 
vision making The imposition !s not pont- 
ed out. The act to which the order refers, 
which is the one relating to pensions to 
civil war veterans, does not authorize 
pensions on the ground Of age. It does 
grant pensions to those “suffering from 
any mental or physical disability, or dis- 
abilities, of a permanent cHaracter, not 
the result of ther own vicious habits, 
which so incapactates them from the per- 
formence of manual labor as to render 
them unable to earn a support.” This 
specified requirement of incapacity is In 
effect set asde by order No. 78 as to all 
persons over 62. 

The war closed nearly forty years ago. 
In the meantime many of our soldters 
and sailors long survived the age of 62, 
and passed away without receiving any 
pension. Skillful pension attorneys 
hunting through the statute failed to 
find there a provision giving a pension 
to all who nad reached 62. Many prom- 
inent veterans urged the justice of con- 
gressional action giving a service pen- 
sion to all veterans. Bills to that effect 
were introduced in congress. And not 
until March of this year did ony one 
ever claim to have made the discovery 
that the president had power to treat the 
statute as if it read that when a claim- 
ant had passed tone age of 62 years he 
is necessarily disabled one-half in ability 
to perform manual labor and therefore 
entitled to a pension. 

The president of the civil service com- 
mission, General John C. Black, formerly 
commissioner of pensions, and command- 
er in chief of the Grand Army of 
‘the Republic, indicated his view 
of the order when in a_ recent 
address he thanked the president 
for what he had done, and advised 
his fearers to use their influence that 
a law might be passed to the same ef- 
fect. Full confidence after all seems not 
to have been placed on the defense of 
justification, for it 1s pleaded in mitiga - 
tion that a former democratic president 
did something looking in that drecton, 
Even if that were so—which is not ad- 
mitted—our present duty would be none 
the less plain and imperative. Our peo-

The old inquiry, “What are you going 
to do about it?’ is now stated in a new 
form. It {is said by the administra- 
tion, in teply to the public crit- 
iciem of this order, that “It is easy 
to test our epponents’ sincerity in this 
matter. The order in question is revo- 
cable at the pleasure of the executive. 
If our opponents come into power they 
can revoke this order and announce that 


as presumably in full bodily vigor and 
not entitled to pension. Will they au- 
thoritatively state that they intend to do 
this? If so, we accent the issue.” 

This suggests the suspicion, at least, 
that the order was made to create an 
issue—that it was supposed to present 
a strong strategic position in the battle 
of the ballots. On the assumption that 
the order, as stated by the administra- 
tion, is revocable at the pleasure of the 
executive, it having been an attempted, 
though perhaps unwitting encroachment 
upon the legislative power, and there- 
fore unwarranted by the constitution, I 
accept the challenge and declare that if 
elected I will revoke that order. But ! 
go further and say that that being done, 
I will contribute my effort toward the 
enactment of a law to be passed by 
both houses of congress and approved 
by the executive that will give an age 
pension without reference to disability 
to the surviving heroes of we civil war; 
and under the provisions of whica a 
pension may be accepted with dignity 
because of the consciousness that it 
comes as a just due from the people 
through their chosen’ representatives, 
and not as largess distributed by the 
chief executive. 

Foreign Relations. 

The foreign relations of tne govern- 
ment have in late years assumed special 
importance. Prior to the acquisition of 
the Philippines, we were practically in- 
vulnerable against 
states. Those tropical possessions, how- 


changed all thig and have in effect put 
us under bonds to keep the peace. The 
new conditions call for a management of 
foreign affairs the more circumspect in 
that the recent American invasion of 
foreign markets in all parts of the world 
has excited the serious apprehension of 
all the great industrial peoples. It is 
essential, therefore, more than ever, to 
adhere strictly to the traditional policy 
of the country as formulated by its first 
president and never, in my judgment, 
‘wisely departed from—to invite friendly 
relations with all nations while avoiding 
entangling alliances wita any. 


Such a poticy means the cultivation of 
peace instead of tMe glorification of 
war, and the minding of our own busi- 
ness in lieu of spectacular intermed- 
dling with the affairs of other nations. 
It means strict obseryance of the prin- 
ciples of International law and condemns 
the doctrine that a great state, by rea- 
son of its strength, may rightfully ap- 
propriate the sovereignty or territory of 
@ smal] state on account of its weak- 
ness. It means for other American 
states that we claim no sights and will 
assume no functions save those of a 
friend and of an ally and defender as 
against European aggressions. It means 
that we repudiate the role of the Amer- 
ican continental policeman; that we re- 
fuse to act as debt collector for foreign 
states or their citizens; that we respect 
the independent sovereignty of each 
American state and its right to preserve 
order and otherwise regulate its own 
internal affairs in its own way; and 
that any intervention in its affairs by us 
is limited.to the single office of enab- 
ling its people to work out their own 
political and national destiny for them- 
selves free from the coercion of any Eu- 
ropean state. 

Reform in Government Expenditures. 

Twenty-eight years have passed since 
the democratic party of the state of 
New York, in convention assembled, rec- 
ommended to the national democracy 
the nomination of Samuel J. Tilden as 
its candidate for the presidency, and de- 
clared it to be “their settled conviction 
that a return to the constitutional prin- 
ciples, frugal expenses and administra- 
tive pufity of the founders of the re- 
public is the first and most imperious 
duty of the times—the commanding issue 
now before the people of the union.” 
This.strong expression was called forth 
by the national expenditures tor the 
year 1875, which amounted to $274,000,- 
000—a situation which, in the opinion of 
a majority of our people, justinea an 
imperative Qemand for reform in the 
administratfon of pyblic affairs. As the 
expenditures of the last fiscal year 
amounted to the enormous total of 
$582,000,000, it is evident that a thor- 
ough investigation of the public service 
ang the immediate abandonment of use- 
less and extravagant expenditures are 
more necessary now than they were 
then. This astounding increage is out 
of all proportion to the increase of our 
population, and finds no excuse from 
whatever aspect we view the situation. 
The national democratic platform de- 
clares that “large reductions can easily 
be made in the annual expenditures of 
the government without impairing the 
efficiency of any branch of the public 
service,”’ Can there be any doubt of 
the accuracy of this statement? Re- 
tween the expenditures of the year 1886, 
amounting to $242,000,000, and those of 
the last fiscal year—the seventh after 
Grover Cleveland ceaseq to be presi- 
dent—aggregating $582,000,000, there 
ie a difference so great as to excite 
alarm in the breasts of all thoughtful 
men. Even excluding the sum of $50,- 
000,000 paid for the Panama canal 
rights and to the state of Panama, the 
expenditures of the last fiscal year ex- 
ceeded the sum of $532,000,000, being 
more than double the expenditures of 
the government for all purposes during 
the first year of Mr. Cleveland's aamin- 
istration, 

The expenses of the first four years 
succeeding the last democratic admin- 
istration amounted to the enormous av- 
erage of $511,000,000 per year. The 
large expenditure was due to a consid- 
erable extent to the cost of the Span- 
ish-American war, which occurred dur-

Whereas, in nine out of ten cases, 
had they themselves desired success 
with the proper intensity, analyzed 
with an intelligent mind the methods 
used by other people to procure it, 
and devoted to its achievement the 
time and gray matter they spent on 
complaints and pleasures, they would 
have realized the same success and 
with it the truth of the -ntroductory 
paragraphs of this editorial. 

For there is, undoubtedly, a genius 
of common sense, or rather a genius 
growing out of the possession of the 
sense which, to phrase it differently, 
is common to the vast majority of 
people. In other words, people own- 
ing the ordinary mental equipment, 
provided they have sound health, vig- 
orous will power and a willingness 
to sell temporary ea:e for success, 
may use the foundation of mother-wit 
given them to evolve into a condition 
which, if it is not genius, sufficiently 
approximates it to serve the larger 
part of its qualities.

tics or business to deceive our 
drowsy eyes; who accomplishes things 
which appear almost supernatural to 
our untrained senses, need not drive 
we of ordinary mold to despair, for he 
is seldom a genius. The man who 
has climbed to the top round in the 
employ of the big modern corpora- 
tions; Who has achieved creat heights 


in the law, medicine, commerce or life 
jin its m=zriad branches, need not deter 
‘you and our ambitious friends from 
honest, intelligent, persistent etfort— 
for, ten to one, he was at one time, very 
vividly in his own memory, as com 
monplace, as plodding, as unvarying 
from the man at his side as you are 
today. "

ingredient to developmént and suc- 
cess—hard work. And he used it lav- 
ishly. 

The same avenue is open to every 
one else, if they have the wit to find 
the narrow opening and to labor 
faithfully along the first few, desper- 
ately difficult miles.

Atlanta’s Good Showing. 
(From the Macon Telegraph.) 
Some days ago The Telegraph contrast- 
ed the tax cost of owning property in the 
two larger cities of this state. The fig- 
ures have excited some comment, as well 
as surprise; but even large as they ap- 
peared, the fact remains that they com- 
pare with the figures from other cities of 
the union in a most favorable way for our 

Georgia cities, after all. 

For instance, Atlanta’s City rate is 
$12.50 tax on $1,000. In 106 of the lead- 
ing cities of the United States only six 
have a lower rate than Atlanta and fh 
every one of them property is return- 
able at its full cash value, while in At- 
lanta it is returned at 75 per cent., or 
three-fourths of the cash value. Only 
one city of the 106 has a less percentage 
of returns and a less tax rate than At- 
lanta, 

In New Haven, a_ city about equal 
With Atlanta in area, population, public 
debt, etc, the owner of $1,000 of 
property must return it at “full cash 
value’’ and pay $12.30 taxes; in Atlanta 
$1,000 of property is returned at $750 
and the taxes upon it are $9.37 1-2. The 
average in the other cities reporting 
the lower tax rate and higher assessment 
rate is $i! per $1,000 as against $9.37 |-2 
in Atlanta under the 75 per cent. rule of 
assessment. So the citizen of Atlanta is 
really better treated than in any of the 
106 cities in the list. 

These figures bring up the question 
afresh as to the right rule to be adopt- 
ed in assessing property for taxation. 
Common sense and Plain political logic 
dictate the “full cash value” 
which obtains in most cities and maghy 
States. Colorado has recently passed 
rigid laws to secure honest “full cash 
value” returns of all property in that 
State. That rule does no injustice to any 
citizen, while a below par per centage

If he had gone into the store 
for the deliberate purpose of taking his 
own life, he gave no such intimation to

The fatal shot was not heard. It 
chanced that Mr. Jarrell’s eldest son, 
who is grown, went into the store with 
bis cousin and they discovered the dead 
body, behind a counter used for meat 
market. When the shot was fired the 
noise had not reached those in the dwell. 
ing. 

Murder Was Suspected. 

At first there was a strong suspicion 
that Mr. Jarrell had been murdered, and 
this theory was worked on, but the pistol 
in one hand with a cartridge exploded, 
showed plainly that no outsider had fired 
the fatal shot. 

‘One strange thing about the tragedy is 
that the bullet struck Mr. Jarrell on the 
left side of the ‘head, just above the ear 
and passed out the right side of the head. 
Mr. Jarrell was not a left Nanded man, 
and the fact that the pistol was in his 
left hand and the bullet entered the left 
side of the head, made the family and 
members of the coroner’s jury belicve 
Mr. Jarrell had accidentally shot himself. 
There is still the further evidence that 
he told his wife he wanted his pistol so 
he could grease it.

The police are investigating a murder 
Which occurred in the suburbs of the 
olty last Friday.

Thompson made his escape before he 
could be caught by the police. 

The Ware child died Saturday morning.

Evidence at Inquest. 

Coroner Stamps held an inquest short- 
ly after the dead body was found and 
the verdict of the jury was that death re- 
tulted from a gunshot wound, 
fred, the verdict did not state. 
The evidence before the jury consisted 
ef statements by members of the family. 
Mrs. Jarrell told about her husband leav- 
ing the house and about his having the 
pistol to clean. She said her husband 
Was never in a more cheerful mood than 
he wag all day yesterday up to the very 
moment he went into the store. 

“Tl do not believe my husband took his 
own life,’’ she told the jury, “and I am 
certain that the pistol was accidentally 
discharged.”’ 

Other members of the family made the 
fame statement as Mrs. Jarrell. 

Young Mr. Jarrell, who, with his cous- 
th. found the dead body, said: 

“I did not know my father was in the 
store, and none of us heard the report of 
t pistol. I walked into the store with 
my cousin, and discovered my father ly- 
ing behind the meat market counter, The 
pistol was in his left hand. From the 
Dosition of the body I believe my father 
slipped and fell, and as he did so, the 
pistol was fired. I know he did not shoot 
himself deliberately.”’

Much Power Given. 

Considerable power is given even an 
extra session of the legislature by the 
new constitution. Section 76 stiplates 
that “when the legislature shall be con- 
vened in special session, there shall b> 
no kgislation upon subjects other thar 
those designated in the proclamation of 
the governor calling such session, except 
by a vote of two-thirds of each house. 
Special gessions shall be limited to thirty 
days.’

With the victory of Memphis over Bir- 
mingham in the second game of the series 
played Friday afternoon the baseball 
season practically closed since the cham- 
pionship was decided and nobody cared 
where the others ended up.or who won in 
the games played after a race was closed. 

The season was the most prosperous 
from a finangial and from a “baseball 
standpoint of the many seasons in which 
a Southern League has been in existence.

With an attendance of 133,000 there is 
little prospect for Manager Powell to lose 
anything On the season. Down in New 
Orleans an attendance of .150,000 at least 
is claimed which should be ample proof 
that the Pelicans have come out on the 
right side of the sheet. 

The trouble came in Montgomery and 
tn Shreveport, where the profits were cer- 
tainly smaller for the season. Still it is 
probable that even those cities were 
money makers. 

Of course the success of the league was 
due this year in some degree to the ex- 
istence of Sunday playing towns, but 
Still these Sunday games could be dis- 
carded and good crowds drawn in the 
week. 

It is doubtful if better crowds attend 
games in any minor league city than in 
Atlanta. An attendance during the sea- 
son of 133,000 people speaks for itself and 
speaks rather loudly, too. 

The fans of Atlanta want the pennant 
and intend to have it the coming year. 

They believe that they were cheated out 
of it this year through the transfer sys- 
tem which gave to both Memphis and to 
New Orleans advantages not possessed 
by the others in the race. 

The irritation was mainly directed to- 
ward ‘Frank’s men since they hogged the 
transfer business and made almost a mo- 
nopoly out of it. 

It is due to those cities where Sunday 
ball is not played that some arrangement 
covering this system be made next year. 

It is preferable, of course, that Sunday 
games, and as many as possible, be play- 
ed. Still it should be easy to so arrange 
the schedule that these games may be 
played and still the same number of home 
games obtain. And if any city finds itself 
unable to play its games at home for any 
reason, then let that franchise be for- 
feited to the league so that another mem- 
ber may be added. 

The prospects for next seagon are 
brighter than they were for this season.

In 
Shreveport this year’s troubles have 
taught better sense and next season will 
find Shreveport out with a team of men 
whose contracts present no loopholes for 
northern managers.

and bath rooms to members on 
Thursday, September 22, but work is 
still in progress and will not be com- 
pleted for several days. There has been 
@ constant stream of members and vis- 
itors inspecting the premises, and. the re- 
sult has not only been highly satisfac- 
tory, but astonishing as well. There is 
no question of a doubt but that the club 
house as it now stands is vastly superior 
to the way it was arranged and equip- 
ped when formerly occupied by the At- 
lanta Athletic club, and the mdst com- 
plimentary remarks are made by mem- 
bers of the Atlanta Athletic club, who 
have been very friendly to the new or- 
ganization. 

Owing to the fact that all of the appar- 
atus has not yet been received, the ap- 
pointments of the gymnasium are not yet 
complete, but when they arrive and are 
placed in position, taking everything as 
a whole, there will be no superior gym- 
nasium in this section of the country. 
There is over 3,000 square feet of floor 
space, all floored with the best grade of 
hard maple, magnificently laid and al- 
most as smooth as a pool table. 

Most gymnasium walls are finighed in 
dark colors, or the red brick dre not 
painted. The walls in this gymnasium, 
however, have been painted white on all 
sides, which adds immensely to the light 
during the day, and at night with three 
arc lights there is a remarkable con- 
trast in favor of the white painted walls 
over the usual dark walls of other gym- 
nasiums, which is a source of satisfac- 
tion to all of the members. 

The shower baths enclosure is being 
furnished with bath tubs white enameled 


and the floor of the pool has been re- 
cemented. The pool will also be enam- 
eled a little later, but the members are 
so anxious for the use of same that this 
work will be postponed for the present. 
Around the sides of the pool will be cov- 
ered with canvas and painted, which is 
the best method to insure a clean water- 
proof surface, which will not be slippery, 
and will afford a firm footing all the 
time. 

The jockers are nearly all complete 
now, and the members are making their 
selections and marking their names in 
same to reserve. These lockers are built 
af heart pine and will be finished in oil, 
to bring out the handsome grain of the 
Georgia pine, which will give quite a 
handsome effect. 

The running track is 20 laps to the mile, 
and with the long straight-away dash of 
70 feet on each side, and the corners 
banked, gives fine facilities for runners. 

The furnishings for the reading room 
are being received, and the effect will 
be most pleasing and attractive when 
everything is complete. There will be a 
full supply of magazines and other pert- 
odicala, with the dally papers and publi- 
cations devoted to sports. 

The chest welght machines and the 
Intercostal machines have been put up 
and placed in position and are being 
used. While all gymnasiums are equip- 
ped with a limited number of these ma- 
chines, at very few of them are they 
properly used, the members only know- 
ing as much as they can pick up by: 
experimenting and working with them in- 
dividually.. Mr, Heisman, the athletic 
director, states that, in his opinion, these 
machines are the most valuable in a 
¢ym., and upon his advice a full quan- 


tity were bought. He will put the 
classes through a systematic drill on 


these machines, which, when properly 


used, are simply unexcelled to give all 
uround, thorough body development. 

The trapeze has been placed, as have 
also the traveling rings, the large sup- 
ply of dump bells, and the parallel bar. 
Nearly all of the mats have now been 
received, and they are very fine’ ones. 
They are stuffed with hair felt and are 
2% inches thick. There are several 
sizes, one being 5 feet wide by 20 feet 
long. 

With two other large organizations al. 
ready established, both doing good “work, 
this new club to fill the field between 
the two has been a success ag great 
as expected by those first projecting it. 
With everything not yet completed and 
in running order, the membership is 
now over 300, and rapidly increasing. 

Great caré is exercised by the board 
of governors in passing upon applica- 
tions, and only those are accepted who 
are well recommended by members and 
after an investigation.

Please give a remedy; would like to 
know the particulars of the immune or 
vaccinating. 

Answer—The direct object should be to 
get rid of the ticks in the pasture. There 
are two ways to do this, as follows: 

(1) Drive up all the cattle at least once 
a week and inspect them, removing ev- 
ery tick that may be visible, dropping 
them in a vessel. containing a little kero- 
sene floating on the surface of water. 
Grease the places on the cattle on which 
the small ticks may be found, using any 
cheap grease, such as three parts axle 
grease stirred up with one part kerosene. 
Continue this plan until no more ticks 
are to be seen on the cattle. The theory 
of the plan is that the cattle will daily 
get a fresh supply of young ticks, which 
will be. destroyed by the weekly greas- 
ing, unti) all the ticks will have been 
brought to the pen and there will be 
none left in the pasture. Commencing 
early in the spring the pasture will be 
clear of ticks in the course of 
months. 


off a given pasture for the period of one 
year.

year. If all cattle be taken off a field 
at a date not later than August ist, there 
will be no ticks in that fleld after the 
following spring. 

Bear in mind that cattle ticks will not 
come to maturity on any other than an 
animal of the cow kind. Another thing 
is that the young ticks do not travel as 
much as two feet from she spot where 
they were hatched out from the eggs. 
The mature female tick drops from the 
cow when fully ready to lay eggs, which 
it soon proceeds to do to the number of 
1,500 to 2,500. The eggs are laid on the 
ground underneath a tussock of grass, 
or other protection. The eggs hatch In 
a week or ten days during the spring, 
summer and fall, and the little ticks hold 
themselves ready to get onto the first ani- 
mal that comes in contact with them. 
A cow lying down on a bed of them may 
become at once infested with hundreds 
of them. In a few hours after the ticks

Cattle are rendered immune _ in 
ways, as follows: 

(1) By letting the young calves get & 
‘few ticks on them in the spring. The 
'effect of this light infestation is to com- 
'municate the tick fever in a mild form 
‘to the calves. The same method may be 
pursued with adult cows, but with con- 
siderable risk, because the number of 
ticks they get in the natural way can- 
not be regulated. 

(2) The better way to immunize a grown 
animal {is to inject into her circulation 
one or two cubic: centimetres of blood 
|'drawn ‘from the veins of a cow that has 
[had the fever. This requires some de- 
gree of .expertness In drawing the blood 
and injecting it into the system of the 
cow to be inoculated. 


BERMUDA GRASS AND BUR CLOVER 
FOR PASTURE. 

H. F. D., Garbers, Tenn.—I have read 
about bur clover and bermuda grass mak- 
ing good pasture, and as I have never 
seen any growing in this country I know 
of no better plan to find out its record 
or its value as pasture than through your 
paper. So I will ask for a little informa- 
ition. Will bur clover grow and stand 
the cold winters in east Tennessee? When 
is the proper time to sow, and will it pay 
to sow bermuda here for pasture? Can 
ry give me the address of some seed- 

ouse that I can purchase the seed from? 

Answer—Some farmers have bern well 
pleased with the results of sovting the 
‘seeds of bur clover on bermuda sod (p1is- 
ture), thus securing what is called an 
| “all-the-vear-round”’ pastune, the ber- 
muda furnishing grazing al] summer and 
the bur clover a large part of the winter, 
but especially in the spring, continuing 
until the bermuda springs again. 

I think bur clover will withstand the 
ordinary winters of east Tennessee. 
this question could be more properly an- 
swered by some one who has tried the ex- 
periment in a practical way. Have you 
inquired of the director of the experiment 
station, Knoxville, Tenn.? 
bly he can inform you in regard to the 
results of any trials, if any have been

'theory is that if the stable manure is 
| applied it will not be necessary to in- 
'oculate the soil. Harrow in the manure 
well, broadcast, at the same scattering 
broadcast from 1,000 to 2,000 pounds of 
a mixture of equal parts of acid phos- 
phate and cotton seed meal, and about 
half as much of muriate of potasn. Do 
not be afraid that you will make the 
land unnecessarily rich, for that is not 
possible. Then throw the land into flat 
beds, by laying off rows 30 inches apart 
with a scooter and plowing out with the 
same plow. If sowing only a small 
area, I would hand-rake these beds, and 
then sow the seeds just as you would 
‘rutabaga or any other turnip seeds, al- 
though they may be covered a little 
‘deeper, but not exceeding an inch, Abaut 
(12 or 15 pounds of good seed are sul- 
‘ficient for 1! acre, or 20 to 25 pounds, 
if broadcasted. 
‘answer if the ground Is in fine condl- 
ition and the seeds he carefully drilled. 
|The chief use of lucerne in this coun- 
| try is for green-solling, that Is, cutting 
‘and feeding to cattle, horses and mules, 
‘hogs and chickens. It should be out for 
lthis purpose about the time !t com- 
/mences to bloom, or possibly a little be- 
ifore. In fact. a very good rule is to 
‘commence cutting it as soon as a man 
with an ordinary scythe blade can 
quickly cut the quantity necessary to 
feed for one day. The roots immedi- 
ately send up a new crop of stems, and 
in the course of two weeks will be ready 
to cut again, if the seasons be favorable, 
and as many as five or six cuttings may 
be had between April and November, if 
the seasons be good. If intended to 
imake into hay. mow the plants when 
‘commencing to bloom, and handle just 
lags you would clover or cow peas. It 
makes a very fine hay, superior to red 
‘clover, cow peas or anything else that I 
‘know of. I will add that I have been 
|familiar with the culture of lucerne for 
more than fifty years. My father plant- 
| ed it before 1 was born, nearly seventy 
|years ago. It has been eultivated in @ 
small way In the south and in the mid- 
dle states for nearly one hundred years. 
'One acre of lucerne. if the ground be 
irich. will furnish an abundance of green 
food for fifteen or twenty head of cat- 
tle or horses. wfll produce if cut for hay 
from four to six tons of hay in the 
course of the season. Seeds can be had 
'of any of our large seed dealers, say N 
'T,. Willet Drug Company, or Alexander 
'Seeqd Company, Augusta, Ga.. or H. G. 
| Hastings. Atlanta, Ga., and possibly 
‘every seedsman in Macon and Colum- 
‘bus. TI may add that a patch or fleld 
‘of lucerne get on. a rich soil will Jast 
for ten years or more, if well fertilized 
;every year.
